‘Political Chiefs of Central Powers Look to Peace Conference for Aid| 
in: Settlement of Internal Troubles—Feud Between Jugo-

VIENNA, Nov, 21.—Dr, Otto Bauer, 
®ecretary of state, today conversed 
with the correspondent on the subject 
of a union of the Austrian republics 
and the federation of the German re- 
publics, “It would appear,” said Dr. 
Bauer, “to be our only means to pre« 
serve to us any political and com- 
mercial prosperity and to prevent our 
being encroached upon by the larger 
states nearby. It must be admitted 
that the Germans are a wonderful 
business people, and also that they 
have coal and iron and also an outlet 
to the sea, facilities which would be- 
come ours. Also their language and 
literature are the same as ours.” 

The secretary of state added that 
the hostility of the Czechs and Hun- 
garians toward the Austrians and the 
reports that efforts would be made by 
the Czechs even to take part of Ger- 
man-speaking Austria made a union 
of the German states necessary for 
self-preservation. He said there was 
another principle to create along the 
Danube new republics,

OTTAWA, Nov. 26.—The Depart- 
ment of Militia In its scheme for de- 
mobilization has divided the Domin- 
ion into twenty-one districts, called 
“Dispersal Areas.” Irrespective of 
where the soldier enlisted he may 
choose which district he will go to 
for final act of demobilization. By 
means of a concise list, which the 
department has prepared under the 
title of the Military Postal Guide, 
which shows the dispersal areas and 
Military Districts of Canada, it can 
at once be seen in which areas the 
particular town to which the soldier 
wishes to go can be found.

Expect Aid From Confefence 

It was evident to observers here, 
Dr. Bauer continued, that the peace 
conference must aid in the settling of 
the difficulties of the new republics 
and lead them toward prosperity. He 
said that he and other members of the 
government had been rather relieved 
to learn that there would be a mission 
sent by the Allies to help in the ad- 
justment of boundary disputes to the 
satisfaction of all concerned and with 
the chief object of preventing new 
wars. 

As the Czechs have a strong army, 
Dr. Bauer continued, they are feared 
both in Austria and Hungary, whose 
war material was mostly abandoned 
on the Italian front or else seized dur- 
ing the retreat. The Jugo-Slavs, how- 
ever, were Hungarians, the secretary 
concluded, and he felt that they would 
resist the efforts of the Czechs to take 
Pressburg and other points claimed 
by them.

ON AFTER CHRISTMAS 


U.S. President Will Confer 
with Entente Leaders Be- 
fore Assembly Opens 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 26—President 
Wilson will sail for Europe next week 
to attend the opening of the peace 
conference and he expects to be back 
in Washington soon after the middle 
of January, 

Plans for the President's trip are 
going steadily ahead, but beyond the 
original announcement that he would 
ieave immediately after the convening 
of congress on December 2, no details 
have been made public. However, it 
was said authoritatively that the Presi- 
dent plans to be back in America 
within six weeks after his ship leaves 
this side. 

There has been no indication when 
the peace conference will assemble, 
but the general belief here is that it 
convene immediately after the 
Christmas holidays. The President 
goes in advance to confer with the 
Entente statesmen and it is expected 
that the broad outline of the treaty 
will be framed beforehand, with a vidw 
to its adoption soon after the confer- 
‘ence meets. 

Reports of censorship of the news of 
the peace conference were met today 
with the statement that not only would 
there be no censorship, but the Am- 
erican newspaper correspondents 
would be given all facilities possible 
for transmitting their dispatches, 

Correspondents sent from this coun- 
try will make the trip on a naval 
vessel, which will be placed at their 
disposal. They will leave next Mon- 
day ahead of the President, because 
there is no ship available which can 
make as fast time as the steamer 
ea Mr, Wilson and party will 
sail.

Lumber Sales in the West 
Have Been Unusually Light 


Mountain Lumbermen’s Association Holds Meeting in Calgary to 
Discuss Conditions—Production Cost High as Ever—Building 
Industry Falls Off and Manufacturers Retain Stocks 


Not in ten years have conditions in 
the lumber business been so discour- 
aging as thoss that confront the 
present quarterly meeting of the 
mountain Lumbermen's Association, 
which was held in Calgary on Mon- 
day. Present conditions have preva'l- 
ed for the past six months and sales 
so far in that period have been lower 
on the prairie than for at least ten 
years, 

This {s due, according to Sccretary 
I. R. Poole, to crop conditions, and 
the general unsettled state of buai- 


ness throughout not only the west, 
but the entire country. While such 
conditions might be expected to 


weaken the market and result in a 
cut In prices, this Is not looked for by 
the manufacturers. 

The cost of production ts as high as 
ever, and while the labor supply is to 
be termed fair, the mills have not 
been producing to their full capacity. 
As a consequence of the falling off in 
business, the majority of mills have 
closed and are holding their stocks 
pending an improvement in the mar- 
ket. 

The building has fallen very low in 
the west in the past few months, and 
the same tendency is noticed in east- 
ern Canada and the United States, 
although the demand from tt» east- 
ern market has been steadier than 
from the west. 

This state of business applies ‘o 
demand for all kinds of lumber, and 
in the opinion of Mr. Poole is of such 
@ nature as to warrant manufactvrers’ 
retention of their present stocks, and 
frowning on any attempt to cut mar- 
ket priges. 

An important factor in helping out 
the lumber industry in southwestern 
Alberta and centra] British Columbia, 
which is represented in the Mountain 
Lumbermen’'s Association, has bean 
the extension of the eastern market 
during the past year. Eastern Canada; 
and the United States have been pur- 
chasing lumber in much increased 
quantities and this avenue of bual- 
ness, which has practically been clos- 
ed as far as western business has 
been concerned, has been developed 
to a great extent. The association is 
looking forward to rapid exte) sion cf 
the field in that direction in the fu- 
ture, 

The market has been to a certain 
extent governed by the same insta- 
bility of conditions in the past few 
months as in the west. 

Conditions Are General 

“No drop in prices can be looked 
for as long as labor and supplies are 
as high as they are today,” said Mr. 
Poole. “This does not affect particu- 
larly any one kind of lumber, The 
conditions are general and the manu- 
facturers are simply marking time 
and watting the resumption of build- 
ing conditions throughout the coun- 


try.”

Thousand Now in Holland 
Being Forwarded 


The Edmonton Branch of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society is in receipt 
of the following cabled information re- 
lative to Prisoners of War. 

“Chief Canadian Red Cross Com- 
missioner overseas, in conjunction 
with Central Prisoners of War Com- 
mittee .states that food and clothing 
for fifty thousand prisoners have been 
sent to Holland and also today a large 
supply of drugs and medical comforts, 
invalid food and supplies have been 
sent to Denmark and Switzerland. Any 
supplies still needed in Germany will 
be forwarded from these centres. Com- 
munication and authentic information 
most difficult to secure. Everything 
possible is being done.” 

The Alberta branch is still receiv- 
ing subscriptions for Prisoners of War, 
as the care of the prisoners ts the first 
charge upon the funds of the society, 
and money for all branches of Red 
Cross work is greatly needed at the 
present time. 

Requests for specific information 
regarding the future work of the Red 
Cross continue to pour in. As previous- 
ly announced no definite answer can 
yet be given, until the central council 
has met. The end of the war came

Oats was generally, satisfactory and 
in some places far beyond expectations 
especially on section 26 where a man 
obtained 60 bushels per acre. Barley 
was good also, but the great difficulty 
was in the binding as the straw was 
very short, This accounts for the 
general complaint that the threshing 
machines lost much valuable grain in 
the blower. The green feed (oats) 
gave a large yield; but the 20 per 
cent of the wheat cut as green feed 
after the last frost developed to be 
feed of a poor quality . 

The crop of Timothy was extremely 
poor and some farmers have not en- 
ough for their own use. They resort 
to straw, which sprinkled with brine, 
is relished by the stock, Drought 
again is the cause of the failure of 
this crop. 
| Potatoes gave a one half crop as 
; compared with previous years. The 
| July frost came when the blossoms 
|}were just appearing and the next 
morning only a small stalk of the 
tuber remained intact. The tubers 
are of a moderate size and @ little scab, 
| Which fa, probably due to the failure 
j to soak the seed in formaline before 
' planting. ~ 

Those farmers who cut their wheat 
for feed have been given an opportun- 
ity of doing some early plowing. 
About 70 per cent of the land reserved 
for wheat is plowed ready for next 
spring, 

The grade of wheat threshed ranges 
from No. 1 to No, 6; the most com- 
mon being No, 3. 

There is not as much chicken feed 
as expected. Great difficulty was ex- 
perienced tn the threshing on account 
of the epidemic of influenza, especially 
when in the midst of the job opera- 
tions had to be suspended owing to 
the appearance of a case of the disease 
among the crew.

CAPETOWN, Nov. 26—(Reuter’s)— 
Herman Burton, South African Min- 
ister of railways, on his return from 


England was given a luncheon by the 
mayor of this city, Referring to the 
work of the Imperial conference, lee 
said he did not know of a single step 
that had been taken which was cap- 
able of being misinterpreted as injuri- 
ous to South Africa, The representa- 
tives of the dominions sat in the war 
cabinet on a footing of absolute equal- 
ity with the British 

Mr. Burton considered the scheme 
recently adopted of creating closer and 
| permanent contact between the domin- 
ions and the British cabinet was the 
best and most practical solution for 
securing to the dominions a voice in 
Imperial affairs without hampering 
the operationse of the peoples of the

Mr. Burton declared that the do- 
minions had been fully consulted and 
would be consulted to the very end on 
the matter of peace terms.
